Glue the pipe cleaners to the center 
of the paper shape. Curl the ends of 
the pipe cleaners to form antennae. 
Then cover the wings with glitter 
glue for extra sparkle. 











Use a pencil to draw the size of 
your mirror frame onto cardboard. 
Ask an adult to cut out the frame 
using an art knife and ruler.

Once you have completed your 
design, clean off any excess glue 
with a damp sponge. When dry, glue 
your mirror to the back of the frame. 





Glue some foil onto a sheet of 
construction paper. Use a pencil to 
draw a fish shape. Press firmly onto 
the foil paper. Add detail including 
the fins, eye, and scales of the fish. 
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Build your underwater 
scene by cutting strips of 
Bubble Wrap and green 
construction paper to 
make seaweed. Glue the 
Bubble Wrap strips to 
the blue tissue base. 
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Glue the green strips 

onto the Bubble Wrap strips 
to create a 3-D effect. Glue 
your fish between the strips 
of seaweed so that they 
appear to swim through 
them. Leave to dry. Paint the 
second plate with silver paint 
and add some glue to the 
inside edge. Seal the edges 


j of the plates together. 
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Paint your spoon pink and leave it 
to dry. Then paint on white circles 
for the eyes, red nostrils, a red 
mouth, and the black eyebrows, 
moustache, and beard. 


Wrap the black fabric around 
the spoon handle. Then secure 

it into position with a rubber 
band. Cut a length of gold fabric 
and a length of purple fabric.

To make a hat, cut a 
triangle from the black 
fabric and glue it onto 
construction paper. 
Cut some lengths of 
black yarn and glue 
them to the back 

of the hat. Then

your puppet. 





Cut out these shapes from the 
construction paper corrugated 
paper, and cardboard. Arrange 
them as shown above. 
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make headlights 
for your truck. 
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Cut out lightning 00115 and glue 
them onto the door. Then cut 
out yellow flames and glue them 
onto the hood. Glue a small 
piece of foil to the door to make 
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Cover your empty candy tube in foil. 
Tape a strip of red construction 
paper onto the end of the tube. Glue 
the tube to the top of your truck. Cut 
cardboard flames, wrap them in foil, 
and stick them onto the exhaust. 








To make the body of the robot, cut 
two egg boxes in half. Do not throw 
away any parts of the boxes. You 
will need them later. 


Glue the two egg box lids together 
and leave them to dry. From the 
base of one egg box, cut out two egg 
containers and put them to one side. 
These will be your robot's eyes.

Cut the cardboard tube in half. Then 
cut lots of small slits about 0.5 inch 
(1 cm) in length along one end of 
each section of the two tubes.
